The only thing is we do not know whether to ascribe this silence to a 
ilful omission, that is to a suppression of facts, or to some other cause, as for 
instance, the loss of documents, whether lithic or manuscript, Burmr> from the 
end of the XIllth century upwards has been, almost inccssantly, engaged in so 
many wars and revolutions, and has so often changed its capitals, that the loss of 
documeiits, under such circumstances, would be quite natural aud not without 
parallels, ‘That the chronicles do not mention this Singh’ ouslaught does 
hot, to my mind, argue a lack of good faith and wilful ignorance on the part of

Buddha is made to fit in a small hole in the centre of one of the sides of a small 
rectangle made of the same metal; the three other sides of the rectangle are 
occupied by eighteen small figures, each a little over two inches high; they 
are all in the namahkara attitude. They are very well modelled, Some seem 
to repeat themselves except for trifling differences in their ornaments, One 
tepresents an Indian ascetic; another a raksasa or ogre; one a niga-king with 
a three-headed cobra rearing itself over his head; one is what I take to be 
queen; one a king ; one a minister ; two others common people, man and woman, 
All the images in this scene are numbered in Burmese figures of the archaic type, 
that is, of the XIth century, and resemble very closely the figures used in 
numbering the plaques of the Petleik pagoda tnd those of the Ananda temple 
All these little personages resemble closely those depicted on the plaques of the 
two monuments just mentioned, in the ~ yle of their dress, ornaments, the way of 
doing up the hair, in the cast of the countenance, etc. ; and must have been made. 
at Pagan itself by the same class of Indian artists who modelled the figures on 
those plaques, that is, near the end of the 11th or the beginning of the rath 
century.
